ons, and ſome of them hardly reconcileable 
to Senſe or Reaſon, is ſufficiently known 
to all, and is too manifeft by the Conſe. 
quents. * For while ſome have evacuated 
the Letter to a Cabaliitical or Allego- 
| rical Paradiſeof their own, others ſought 
|, for Paradiſe under the Orb of the Moon, 
or far above the tops of the higheſt Moun- 
tains, Þithout the vierge of this habitable | 


world ; 
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world; and others taking it for the whole 


compaſs of the Earth, and others for obie 


part, others for that, ſome under the 
EquinoFtial line, and ſome under the Ar- 
Fiick Pole, or AntarFick Circle, ſome in 
the Eaſt-Indies, ſome in the Weſt, ſome 
in Syria, ſome in Judza, and fome of late 
in. France; (and indeed where nat, 
Where a wanton fancy or an ignorant im- 
pudence is pleaſed to place it ?) and with 
no leſs abſurdities vexing the four Rivers 
withincredible down-falls and wpriſings, + 
m ſo occult paſſages and ſtrange diſtances, 

that to undertake in good earneſt to con- 
fute them were to be mad for company : 
It is come to paſs that the faith of very 
many hath been ſtumbled, and in ſome 
turned to ſo profeſſed a deſpair of finding 
that place, that they count it not onely an 
impoſSibility, but an impiety, to attempt « 
diſcovery of it ; ( lmpie, locum quzris 
quem Deus occulrum velit , faith 
Pererius.) Though it cannot be denied 
that 
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that Moſes did on purpoſe enlarge him- 


; felf in ſo full and exatt a Topography , 


(the like not to be found in the Scriptares, 
or ſcarce any Secular Author ) to acquaint 
the men of his Age , (whereto his De- 


ſcription i is fitted) wt all ſucceeding Ge- 
nerations , with the true Situation of 


| that Place. But (which is worſt of 
| oll) beſide the miſchief hereby occaſioned 


to Believers, it hath opened the mouths 


| of Atheiſts or Infidels, to impeach the 


Holy Scriptures of falſhoad, who (both 


_ in former and latter daies) have hereby 


taken advantage to propound the FHiſto- 
ry of Moſes to be conſidered at no higher 
a rate then a mere Romance. 

The firt that I meet withal! (after the 
Dotages of the School-men upon this 
Queſtion were found ſo far unable to occur, 
as rather to foment this Scandal \) was 
Auguſtinus Steuchus Biſhop of Eu- 
gubium, who, by the advantage of the 
Vatican Library, (whereof be was Kee- 
per) 
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per) did firſt (as himſelf ſaies in bis leat- 
ned Colmopearia upon Geneſis) wnder- 


take to aſſert the Deſcription of Para- 


diſc to «a Conſonance of Hiſtoricall 
and Geographical verity : And herein 
he was followed by divers Learned men : 


and in Anno 1581. the Divines of 


Lovain ſet out a Topographicall Deſcri- 

and Map of Paradile, (according- 
ly as be had hinted) about the Confluence 
of Tigris and Euphrates in Babylo- 


nia. But the Learned Franciſcus Ju- |, 


nius purſuing the overture of that Diſ- 
covery , but pitching the place a little 
more to the North in the ſame Region, 
did with ſo much accurateneſs clear this 
Queſtion, that the whole Church of God 
is much bebolden to him for this , and not 
a little for other his Annotations relating 
to Sacred Geography, wherein I know 
none before him, and very few ſince him, 


that are to be admitted to a Competition 


of the honour of that ervice: And if that 
Worthy 
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To the Reader. 
Worthy man had been as happy in pitch» 
ing upon the right place, as be was ela- 
borate in his Deſcription of Paradiſe , 
there would have needed no more to have 
been ſaid upon this Argument, for ſatisfy- 
ing that imbred deſire we all are affeied 


| with, to know the Place of our Firſt Pa- 


rents Habitation, or to ſtop the mouth 


; of the Enemy and Blaſphemer. 


In my younger years and firſt Tyro- 
ciny in Divinity, while 1 was yet more 
patient of ſtudy, (my body not being then 
broken with ſo many and great infirmities 
as no it is, and for many years hath 
been) I was deſirous (according to the 
means that T had) to ſatisfie my ſelf in 
this Queſtion. For though it be not of ſo 
high a nature but that many a good Chri- 
ftian, bolding the myſtery of Faith ina 

e Conſcience, may be ignorant of it 
without hazzard of his Salvation z yet 1 
alwaies conceirved that when we ſpeak of 
Theology as a Science, (which is the Pro-

feſſion of the Divine) whatſoever the 


Holy Ghoſt. bath revealed in the Sacred. | 


Code , though of remoter concernment, 
belongs ex othcio to our cogniſance and 
ſtudy. The Opinion of Junius baving 
at that time ſo univerſally obtained, and 
(which is rare, and an argwnent of the 
great roeriſumilitude that it carried with 
it ) bemg both ved and improved by 
Canes men of both Perſuaſuons, (both 
Proteſtants and Papiſts) I ſaw great re- 
ſon to acquiefce mit, as believing it might 
be made good ayamſt all oppofitions ; un- 
td, upon «4 ſtritter examination , 

Doubts did arije, and afterwards multi- 
ply, to ſuggeſt a fear whether be might 
not have miſtaken bis ground, and conſe- 
quently whether it might be ſafe to haz- 
zard the trial of this Queſtion upon thoſe 
Evidences which the place he pitched up- 
on might ſeem to afford. And hereupon 
being brought again under an unquiet of 
mind, I was enforced to caſt about, and 
enquire

mquire whether ſome other place might 
not haply be diſcovered, that with greater 
lities might anſwer the Deſcripti- 

on of Moles : and having arrived to ſome 
ſarisfa#ion therein, it happened that, un- 
dertaking to preach through the Hiſtory 
of the Creation before an Honourable 
Auditory , when that Paragraph of Pa- 
radiſe came in its courſe to be ſpoken to, 
ving an Interpretation according to the 
ehenfions 1 had entertained , which 
could not be without ſome reflexion upon 
Junius, (but briefly, and remembring 
my ſelf to be in the Pulpit) a very Worthy 
Gentleman of happy memory , (Sir 
Richard Dyer, one of the Council in the 
North) well known and much honoured 
in thoſe parts for bis Prudence, Integrity 
and excellent accompliſhment in all kind 
of Learning , having throughly digeſted 
_ the Opinion of Junius, as it is alſo far- 
ther managed by Sir Walter Raleigh, 
was pleaſed to entertain a debate with me 


about 
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about it, and for divers days to diſcuſs the 
Queſtion ; till at length there was raiſed 
in him alſo a jealoufie, that the Deſcription 
of Junius was not ſo exattly adapted to 
that of Moles as he had apprehended; and 
thereupon defired me to draw up in 'bri- 
ting What I had meditated upon the whole 
matter : which accordingly I did, havi 
the benefit of the Library of the Cathedral- 
Church of St. Peters in York, and the 
great happineſs and exceeding great ad- 
vantage (never to be forgotten by me) 
of daily commerce with a Reverend, Pi 
ons, and Learned Divine, who both en- 
couraged me to the undertaking, and pre- 
pailed with me to communicate the peru- 
fal of it to ſome others ; by which means 
the notice and cenſure of it hath come 
mto the bands of as worthy , judicious, 
grave , and every-way-eminent Divines, 
both for Learning and Piety , as this 
Church hath any,(and I think it hath many © 
utt to be equalled in the Chriſtian world.)

And this 
giveth me often occaſion to wonder, whence | 
it ſhould came to paſs (except to palliate | 
flath, and ignorance thence ariſing) that 
matters of this nature ſhould be ſo ſligh- 
ted, and accounted of by very many but 
4s mere Parerga, or things of ſo minute 
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and invaluable conſideration as not td 
deſerve our ſtudy : whereas it us certain 
that, without. the help of Sacred Geopra- 

, the immediate Literal ſenſe of the 
Text (which is the Baſis of all true In- 
terpretation) cannot in many places be 
made out, nor the Hiſtory cleared , noy 
the Queſtions obviouſly preſenting them- 
ſelves diſcuſſed ; ſo that if any one ſtick 
moroſely upon the ſpirit of any man un- 
ſatisfied, it is hardly credible what miſ- 


| » thief this may amount to. For the 


wily Serpent, that early found a hole to 
creep into Paradiſe, if he can but get ad- 
vantage upon ſuch diſſatisfattion to ſug- 
geſt a Temptation to diſcredit , or but 
doubt of , the truth of any Particle of 
Scripture, will by degrees improve it to 
« queſtioning, and at length a denying 
the truth of the whale. To quicken our in- 


. duſtry to this ſtudy, we have not onely 


the example of the Ancients, Who held it 
to be of ſingular uſe,( as appears by Eu- 


a 4 ſebius's 
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ſebius's Book ee mwwr Eppaixar, 
which St. Hierom for that cauſe tranſ- 
lated into Latin, with divers additions 
of his own; ) but the great encourage- 
ment which theſe Times afford , by the 
favour of our moſt Gracious. S OV E- 
RE1GN, nt. onely countenancing , 
but effeftually promoving, the advance- 
ment of all kind of Learning : By means 
whereof as the Book of Nature may 
feem to have received anew Edition by 
the farther Diſcoveries of the Secrets - 
of Philoſophy ; Jo no doubt the Book of 
the Scriptures alſo may receive much 
light, for the farther diſcovery of many 
uſeful Truths, both in the Hiftory and 
. Myſtery, that bave not. yet been ſo heed- 
fully attended to. An evident Specimen 
Whereof we bave in the Writings of the 
LearnedBocharrus and the hopeful Over- 
tures already begun, and ſucceſsfully pro- . 
fecuted, by our alike-learned Dr. Light- 
foot. 


But 
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But I fear (courteous Reader ) leſt by 
this trme I may have tired thy patience 
with this long Preface, which yet was re- 
quifite for me to write, and thee to read ; 
that I might acquaint thee with the mo- 
tives and manner of my proceeding in this 
Diſcourſe, and thou mighteſt be prepared 
to entertain it with the more Candor : 
Þhich notwithſtanding 7 deſire not to im- 


prove beyond its due bounds, or to preju- 


dice the freedom and liberty of thy Judg- 


|. ment: for as Thave dealt with Junius, I 


am content, yea deſire, tode dealt withall 
my ſelf. But then I muſt adjure thee not to 
miſtake my dealing with him : for if thou 
ſhould'ſt imagine that I quarrel with bim 
wpon the main matter, thou ſhalt wrong 
both him and me and thy ſelf. 1 look upon 
Junius as the ableſt Aſſertor of the Cauſe 
T contend for, and from whom I received 
the Light by Which I was enabled to ſearch 
into this Queſtion : It is not the truth of 
the Hiſtory of Paradiſe that I have to de- 
bate 
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bate with him, but the Situation of it 
onely in reſþeft of the place, and the ac- 
commodation of Moſes's Deſcription to 
it ; in Þhichif T have found ſome reaſons 
(and here thou haft them) to believe 
that he might be miſtaken, and there- 
upon have been bold to transferr the ma- 


terials to be ſet up in a more convenient 


place, T have but followed the example — 


of Junius himſelf , (who in like man- 
ner dealt with thoſe that went before 
him) and reſerve a free liberty to every

And all this may be done without giving 
any advantage to the common Adverſa- 
ry, who (how impudent ſo ever) can 
with no more pretence of #taſon draw

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Aual working of the ſpirit of Antichriſt in 
a multitude of confuſed Sefts (both Fana- 
ticks and Pro-fanaticks,) freely dom- 
nearing in theſe late years, and (however 
diſagreeing among themſelves) yet agree- 
ing all together in this to ſubvert the Foun- 
dation of Faith & the Power of Godlineſs; 
ſuch as are our Familiſts, Antinomians, 
Libertines, Hobbians, Ranters, Qua-

without a Prompter: for beſides a larger 
addition in 1ſidore , that main clauſe, Tigrm

demonſtrari, which they might well enough 
be, _ removed at as great a diſtance 
as ſome have ſer them, Yet can we not 
honeſtly ſuſpeR, that 7ſdore would talſthe 
either valaf or Hierome for {0 (mall a mat- 
ter, And the obſervation which Hierome 
makes upon Salft's words argues, that he 
conceived ſomething in them remarkable 
above what was ordinarily to be tound, for 
rectifying a common Errour about the Ri- 


vers of Paradiſe Now that the Fountains }* 


of Tigris and Eaphrates were to be ſeen 
in Armenia Was no news, nor worthy {0 
ſolemn a pretace to gain credit to the Au- 
thor, it never being queſtioned by any, 
but obvious in every Hiftorian as well as 
Saluſt, Bur it he obſerved and reported 
them to flow out ot the ſame Fountain, 
(which was a Secret unto moſt) well might 
he commend the Teſtimony of ſuch a credi- 
ble Writer to the conſideration of the men 
of his time, as a fair way to reconcile the re- 
lation of Moſes with the truth of Hiſtory, 
the ignorance whereof had put them upon 

uch 
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ſuch prodigious fancies, and o his aime 
may ſeem to have been the ſame with ours, 
viz, by hinting this Teſtimony , to pre- 
pare and procure belief, that nothing was 
reported by Moſes concerning the Original 
of theſe Rivers, which (if inquired atrer) 
might not alſo be made appear by the teſti- 
mony of Secular Authours, But becauſe 
this report of Salut comes to us onely at 
the ſecond. hand, and that alſo ſomewhar 
obſcurely, weare content no more weight 
ſhould be laid upon it then what in prudence 
it may be ſuppoſed able to bear: nor 1s 
there need we thould, having a ſecond at 
hand ready to be depoſed upon the ſame

not bur be grateful ro all ſuch as with well 
to Moſes, and would rejoice to {ee his Aus 
thority vindicated, to hear a Hearhen ſtand 
up thus ſtoutly in his defence againſt che 
general vore of Geographers, nor obſcurely 
rejecting their contrary Opinion as an Er- 
rour, Andhe might be the bolder co doe 
this, if it be erue which is obſerved by an 
able Commentator, my ef pr wg In- 
cline the other way) that he the vulgar 
Creed to juſtifie him in it, Farnab in locum, 
Uterque fluvius oritur ex Armenia mon- 
ribus, vernm non parum diſtantibus , vnl- 
go tamen creditum unum habuiſſe Fortem, 
And certain it is that learned Bee r:#5(among 
the reſt) was of this belief ; for diſcourfi

HE concurring Teſtimonies of theſe 
Auchours will (I hope)be deemed ſuffi-

if we can (by good authority) diſcover

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what, and where this Fountain was, © And 
hereunto that clauſe in the fore-cited T6 
ſtimony of Lucan may perhaps afford us 
ſome help z Incertum, tellus ſi miſceat am- | 
nes, Woe potins fit nomen aquis, Fa 
though theſe words be capable of ſeverd 
conſtructions, (and Commentators have 
left us here to fink or ſwim to our ſelves, 
though otfr-rimes they ſpend many lines in 
leſs needtul Criticiſms z ) yet tomy appre 
henſion the Poetr's meaning is this, That 
theſe two Rivers after their efflux out of 
their common Fountain run ſtil] ſo near to- 
gether, that when they overflow ther 
Chanels, and their waters touch each other, 


(as, by the ſuppoſition he makes, it ſeems 4+ 


ſomerimes they do) it then they ſhould 
rermingle their Streams, it would be a hard 
matter to determine which of the two Ri 
vers ſhould bear the name of their conjoy- 
ned waters, This paſſage ſuits ſo well (ſave 
onely the difference of a name) with that 
Obſervation which Cl, Ceſar brought 
home with him to Rowe out of thele parts, 
when he warred in the Eaſt , (which ws 
not long betore |'the Poer wrote) that 1 


doubt not bur he had relation to it, and} 
the account that Pliny makes us of that 


report of Cl, Ceſar is the beſt Commenta- 
, \ ry 
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ry that we may expect upon that clauſe,

Tigrim) in regrone Arrhene 
Claudius Czfar author eft, ut cum intumu- 
tre, confluant, nec tamen miſceantur, lewis 
orque Arſanias innatat ITIT M. fere ſpatio:

we had as tull aſſurance that this Arſanias of 
Ceſar did flow out of the ſame Fountain 
with Tigris, as his unmixed overflow doth 
accord with that which Zucan teſtifies of 
Euphrates, it would be no pray to 
athrm that they were one and the ſame R7- 
ver, And though this be no eafie task 
to perform ; (no Geographer (that I have 
met with) having undertaken to give us 
any account of the firſt Spring of Arſanias;) 
yet ſo: much they have acquainted us with- 
all as may ſerve to fatisfhe any ingenuous 
mind an this matter, Plutarch, 1:b_ De Flu- 
viis, tells us a ſtrange ſtory, (as ſome have 
conſtrued it) though (in our opinion) nor 
ſo ſtrange as true, He faith that the River 
Tigris runs into Araxes, and fo into the 
Lake Arfacis, His words are theſe: Tizges

relation ſeems ſo incredible to his Com- 
mentator Mav{acss, that he fears not to 
charge it back upon him for a Falſhood, 
Falſum eft quod docet hoc loco Author ne- 
fter, Tigrim in Araxem defluere, Falſ 
arevere potes ex Strabone & innamerss aliy 
authoribus, The reaſon that moved him to 
be fo bold with his Author was this then, 
(as I ſuppoſe) becauſe $7rabo and other Ge- 
ographers had told him, that though Tigris 
and Arexes flow out of the ſame Mountain, 
(as ſome (ay) yer their courſe is ſo dire&ly 
contrary, Araxes running into the Caſpian 
Sea on the North, and T:er#s into the Per- 
fian Gelf.on the South, that it is not imagi- 


nable how they ſhould ever run the one 4+ 


into the other, But had Strabo or 

other Geographer told him, chat there were 
no more Rivers of this name but one * or 
that it was not poſſible tor any Writer to 
miſcall another River by that name £ Him- 
ſelf obſerves a miſtake in the name of the 
Lake, and why might not the fame be- 
tall che River alſo * That Lake which Pl- 
tarch here calls Arſacis, Straboand Diony- 
ſins Afer(as he notes)called Arſene and The- 
nitis, and Pliny Theſpitis, which he ſuppo- 


ſeth ought to be read Thonstis : but there 


is no good warrant for that Correction, for 
Theſpitis 
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Thefpitis is as probable a name as Thonttis, 
and Ptolemy calls it fo, placing upon ir a 
City called 7hoſpia, from which in proba- 
bility it borrowed this name, And though 
Strabo make this and Arſenathe ſame Lake, 
yet Pliny doth not, but fers them ar a good 
diſtance, for the firſt Lake that Treris runs 
into he calls Arethuſa, Prolemy Arſiſſa, 
(in all probability Platarch's Arſacia) bur 
placed by him a Degree and more to the 
North of Theſpitis, Bur whether 
were one or ſeyeral Lakes, it is not muc 
material ro our purpoſe: Moſt likely it is 
that the Lake either gave or took its name 
trom the River Ar/anias flowing into it z 
and ſo did the Country about it, which Fro- 
lemy calls Arſea, others Arſena, bur Pro- 
—_ alwaies either Arzans or Arxane ; 
which hath ſo near affinity to Araxis , 
that it leaves us no juſt cauſe to doubr 
that Plutarch's Araxis is the ſame River 
that others call 4rſanias, Which being 
ſo, we have found theſe Rivers meeting 
very early together, after which their ficſt 
Conjun&tion they ſeem not to parr aſun- 
der for a long time; for (fo far as we can 


. diſcern chem) they run in the fame, or 


a near-adjoyning , Chanel , they tall both 
into the fame Lakes, dive into the _ 
alike, 
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alike, ſpring again alike: in a word, | 
ſever nor, (at leaſt at no conſiderable & 
ſtance) till in the Region of Arrhene (x 
Cl. Ceſar hath told. ns) Arſanias floating

CHAP.IX, 
Of the firſt Diviſion of the River Ti

N D now having (by God's aſſiſtance) 

waded through the chiefeſt difhculey, 
and diſcovered the Fountain of the River 
of Paradiſe, and two of its main Heads; 
we may (I hope) with more encourages 
ment proceed to the inquiry of the reſt; 
if _y we ſhall admonifh this, T hat from 
hencetorward Euphrates (which the Fews, 
——— Article, call Perath, or (5 
Foſephus bath it) Phorath, the ——_— 
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of thoſe parts ſometimes Farro, bur for 
the moſt part Frar) conſtantly holds this 
name all irs Courſe throughout: Burt whe- 
ther Tigris (as yet) may. challenge the 
name of Hiddekel! , will better appear in 
this enſuing Diſcourſe, Nevertheleſs we 
make choice of his Stream to follow as our 
Guide in this Search, as having formerly
